The Mayor laid before the Council the following report of the Paving Committee:

Austin, Texas, 11/30/07

Hon Mayor Member of City Council
As instructed by our, your Paving Committee advertised for new bids for retaining wall
and extension of storm sewer at foot of Congress Avenue. Two bids were received. One



from C Q Horton, agreeing to do the work as specified, for $8980.00; One from Carl
Knape & Broagreeing to do the work for $10,450.00; both bids received with certified
check attached. We returned Knape & Bro their bid with check, and herewith turn over to
the City Clerk, C Q Hortons bid with check attached, leaving the matter of making
contracts for the work as above specified to your Honorable body. Urging you to make
the contract at the earliest possible date, so that this necessary retaining wall and
extension of storm sewer can be built at once, and not delay paving now starting from 3r

street to the bridge.
A sub-Comitte of Paving Committee, consisting of Harrell, Scott and Eilers were
appointed to see Guy S Boyce and make a contract with him to superintend construction
of retaining wall, extension of storm sewer and paving of Congress Avenue and other
streets until all work contracted for, is finished at 2 Vz % of amount of said contract. This
contract was closed with Mr Boyce, and we request Council to ratify same.
